Np  passenger  traffic  was  carried  during  the  year. 

Cargo  traffic  consisted  mainly  of  coal  and  fertilisers,  the  latter  from 
Antwerp  and  Rotterdam.

Ten  hydrants  are  established  round  the  port.  The  supply  is  from  mains 
of  the  Padstow  U.D.C.,  all  samples  of  which  during  the  year  were  bacteriologically 
satisfactory.

Public  Health  (Ships)  Regulations.  >/L 

The  traffic  is  essentially  coastwise  and  the  authority  is  not  involved 
with  procedures  adopted  for  the  control  of  ‘Foreign  going1  ships.  There  is  no  direct 

connection  by  radio  between  ships  and  the  port.  There  are  no  mooring  stations  and  no 
facilities  for  the  examination  of  sick  or  suspected  persons.

Investigations  in  1953  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
indicated  that  shell-fish  collected  from  polluted  layings  and  re-laid  in  the 
vicinity  of  Kock  Jetty  would  produce  shell-fish  suitable  for  marketing.  The 
collection  and  marketing  was  carried  out  in  19 5^  in  a  small  way,  samples  proving 
bacteriologically  safcisfatbory .
